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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Groups I-III, claim(s) 6 (in part), 13 (in part), and 33 (in part), drawn to a tomato 
variety having double lycopene content; wherein the variety for Invention I is 
HA3512, for Invention II is HA3513, and for Invention III is HA3519. 

Group IV, claim(s) 6 (in part), 13 (in part), 33 (in part), 7, 14, 26, 27, and 34, drawn 
to tomato variety HA3518. 

CLAIMS 1-5, 8-12, 15-25, 28-32, AND 35-38 LINK THE INVENTIONS OF 
GROUPS I-IV 
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2. Claims 1-5, 8-12, 15-25, 28-32, and 35-38 link the inventions of groups MV. 
The restriction requirement between the linked inventions is subject to the 
nonallowance of the linking claims. Upon the allowance of the linking claims, the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any 
claims depending from or otherwise including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claims will be entitled to examination in the instant application. Applicants 
are advised that if any such claims depending from or including all the limitations 
of the allowable linking claims are presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, the claims of the continuation or divisional application may be subject 
to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant applications. Where a restriction requirement is withdrawn, 
the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 
1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP 804.01. 

3. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature linking groups I-rV is a tomato with a dg mutation and 
double lycopene. However, in the prior art (Theor. Appl. Genet. (2003) Vol. 106; pp. 
454-460) Levin et al teach dg mutants (see entire article) with double lycopene (see 
Table 1 on page 457). It is noted that some of the instant claims are directed to Fl 
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or F2 progeny that may not comprise the high lycopene phenotype, and in the case 
of the F2 progeny (see claim 31) they may not even comprise a dg mutation, 
therefore, the only technical feature that is present in all claims is a tomato plant, 
however, even if one considered a mutation and double lycopene, this was taught 
by Levin et al in the prior art. Therefore, the technical feature linking the 
inventions of groups ITV does not constitute a special technical feature as defined 
by PCT Rule 13.2 as it does not define a contribution over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Groups ITV are not so linked by the same or a corresponding 
special technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of an invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions have unity of 
invention (37 CFR 1.475(a)), applicant must provide reasons in support thereof. 
Applicant may submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the 
inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. 
Where such evidence or admission is provided by applicant, if the examiner finds 
one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

5. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if 
one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one 
claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be 
accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 
CFR 1.17(0.
